Like all other Governors, since 
Pattick’s conviction the present ¢hief 
executive received an application for 
a pardon from the prisoner himself. 

Gov. Dix refused to give out any of 
the names of the persons asking f 
clemency for Patrick, saying he con- 
sidered in the nature of personal 
comm and that the writers 
would not like to have their names 
make -pubfic.

Jones, by his testimony, has pur- 
chased his own immunity from trial 
and punishment... Neither this fact 
alone, nor the review of any question 
of fact by the Court of Appeals at any 
stage of these proceedings would seem 
te me to warrant interfering with the 
sentence of death pronounced against 
the defendant; but three or four 
judges of the Court of Appeals were 
so strongly of the opinion that errors 
were committed at the trial, which 
were substantially prejudicial to the 
rights of Patric, that I feel that the 
death penalty ought not, under the 
circumstances, to be inflicted.”

Eighty per cent. of the 
frontage on Vermont avenue is now 
vacant, and it can never again be 
widened as cheaply as today. 

“When a committee of this associa- 
tion appeared before the City Councu 
and asked to have the present as- 
sessment district made it was stated 
that a majority of the owners of 
property fronting on Vermont ave- 
nue were willing that the entire value 
of the land taken for the widening 
should be assessed back to the prop- 
erty fronting on Vermont avenue, and 
that all they would ask property 
owners off Vermont avenue to pay 
would be the to improve- 
ments on Vermont avenue. A care- 
ful estimate of the damage to im- 
provements made by responsible con- 
tractors and housemovers is slight- 
ly leas than $85,000, but that we may 
not in the slightest degree underes- 
timate the cost to property owners, 
we have assumed that the total 
damage to improvements would reach 
$120,000. 

“There is a total of a little over 
400,000 front feet in the assessment 
district exclusive of 36,000 front feet 
on Vermont avenue. Dividing the to- 
tal number of front feet in the dis- 
trict off Vermont avenue by $120,000 
would give an average assessment 
30 cents per front foot, or $15 on a 
fitty-foot lot, and as the assessment 
is made as nearly as possible in pro- 

rtion to the benefits received, those 
ots nearest Vermont avenue would 
probably be assessed $25 or $30 each, 
and those lots on the outer edge of 
the district not exceeding $5 each. We 
believe that no reasonable man who 
will carefully consider the value of the 
improvements fronting on Vermont 
will place a higher estimate than 
$120,000 on the damages, and if this 
is admitted the average assessment 
as above stated cannot possibly ex- 
ceed $15 for each fifty-foot lot. 

“The committee opposed to the 
widening has been soliciting signa- 
tures to the protest by representing 
that the cost off Vermont avenue 
would be from $250 to $300 per lot 
Two hundred and fifty dollars per 
lot would be $5 per front foot; $5 per 
front foot on 400,000 feet would pro- 
duce $2,000,000 with which to pay 
damages for moving five store build- 
ings and twenty-one dwellings, most 
of them small. 

“It is only necessary to candidly 
look at these facts to realize the gross 
exaggerations made for the purpese 
of frightening small property owners. 
There are few, if any, property own- 
ere who would not pay from $5 to 
$30 per lot to have this improvement 
made. 

“It has also been falsely stated thdt 
the entire assessment district would 
have to pay for the peving and other- 
wise improving of Vermont avenue. 
Inquiry at the proper department at 
the City Hall will refute t state- 
ment. The Vermont avenue ntage 
will pay the entire cost of paving and 
other improvements except a smal! 
intersection charge which is always 
assessed half-way down the block on 
cross streets. 

“Tt has also been stated that a lot 
only 125 or 150 feet deep would be 
assessed for the improvement at the 
same rate por front foot as acre 
property, which might be 600 or 600 
feet deep. This is not true, as the 
invariable custom has been to assess 
the deeper lots a larger amount. 

“Other false statements are to the 
effect that a certain plan of paving 
and parking has been determined on. 
The method of improvement after the 
widening will be determined by a ma- 
jority of the property owners on each 
section of Vermont avenue, and may

of the greater part of the aged man’s 
fortune, Patrick, before the fact of 
Rice's death was known, sent the 
valet to Rice bank with this check 
for $25,000. He needed cash. 

The paying teller knew Jones and 
had no suspicion that the check was 
a forgery. In examining the slip of 
paper, however, he noticed that while 
the tndorsement was “Albert T. 
rick" the name written in the body of 
the check was spelled “Abert T. 
Patrick.” 

The absence of the L“ in the name 
impelled the clerk to telephone te 
the home of Rice. In answer to his 
inquiry for the aged millionaire the 
clerk was told that Rice had died. 
This aroused suspicion and investi- 
gation followed. The Coroner inter- 
vened just as Patrick was sending. 
Rice's body to a chematory. Pat- 
rick’s arrest followed. 

Patrick first became acquainted 
with Rice in the early ges. There 
bad been some legislation over Mra. 
Rice's estate and Patrick represented 
her heirs. In this way he was thrown 
into contact with the aged millionaire. 
It was early in 1900 that Patrick he- 
came a frequent visiter at Rice's 
apartments. 

Rice had a varied career prior te 
this meeting ‘with Patrick. Born in 
Massachusetts in 1816, he went 
to Texas in 1838 to engage in cot- 
ton business. He got on fairly well 
at the start, but it was not until the 
Civil War that Rice began to build 
the foundation fer the fortune that 
later was to swell to enormous pro- 
portions. 

Ly organizing a successful method 
of getting cotton across the Mexican 
frontier through the blockade his 
profits enabled him to retire from 
business at the end of the war many 
times a millionaire. Rice helped 
build railroads tn Texas, ewned nu- 
merous oll wells and was heavily in- 
terested in many industries. 

It was in the late — 1 that Rice 
moved to New York and opened an of- 
fice at No. 62 Wall street. His resi- 
dence was at No. 216 West Fitty- 
seventh street for many years, but 
after becoming a widower twice and 
having no children, he moved te No. 
500 Madison avenue. Becoming en- 
feebled, he lived the lite of a eee 
attended only by his valet, Charles F 
Jones. 

In September, 1900, Rice, then in 
his 86th vearjand considered extreme, 
ly .coeentric, Bell ill.

MIND’S SLATE 
RUBBED CLEAN. 


New Yorker. Wakens on 
Beach After Four Years. 


Grossed Continent, Married, 
Doesn’t Know It. 


Wife and Child, Left in San 
Diego, Find Him. 


Attired in the height of fashion, 
carrying a new dress-sult case in one 
hand and with the other waving a 
gay farewell to friends who had gath- 
ered at the Erie train in New York 
in June, 1908, to see him depart for 
Phoenix, Albert J. Ryan, 25 years of 
age, awakened last Sunday on the 
sands two miles below Oceanside 
dressed in a torn and much-patched 
suit of clothes. He had been the vic- 
tim of a four-year attack of aphasia, 
if the story which he related to Cen- 
tral Station detectives yesterday after- 
noon proves true. 

In the interim, according to bits of 
information which Ryan says he has 
picked up concerning himself since 
Sunday, he traveled from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Ocean, sent back to 
New York City for Mies Mary Flood, 
his sweetheart, to rejoin him in Call- 
fornia, married her somewhere in the 
State, became a father and worked 
for several years in this city and San 
Diego——yet he has no recollection of 
any of those events. 

Central Station officials declare it 18 
one of the most remarkable cases of 
aphasia that has ever been brought to 
their attention. There is no charge 
against Ryan for deserting his wife 
and child. living at No. 14656 Webster 
avenue, San Diego. He was cross- 
questioned at considerable length by 
detectives, but could not be shaken’ 
in any of hie statements, some of 
which were later verified. He was 
yesterday identified by half a dozen 
men who knew him here and in San 
Diego before his return of memory. 

IS IDENTIFIED. 

One of them was Dr. E. H. Wiley, 
emergency surgeon at the Recelving 
Hospital. When Ryan was taken to 
the hospital, it at first being thought 
he was demented, Dr. Wiley tnatantly 
recognized him as a man who worked 
for the Jonathan Club several years 


ago. 

It was from a man named Blouse, 
working on the Clark building on 
South Hill street, that Ryan learned 
that during his years of aphasia he 
became a married man and a father. 
A number of the men working With 
Blouse were fellow-employees of his 
in San Diego. 

Ryan disappeared from San Diego 
some days ago. Blouse learned of the 
wife-and-child desertion through the 
appeal to him by Mrs. Ryan for as- 
sistance in locating the man. When 
Ryan walked into the Clark building 
and asked for work, Blouse tele- 
phoned to the police that he ge 
man wanted in San Diego for 
desertion. 

Ryan yesterday told the detectives 
the following story: 

“When I left New York I was em- 
as a hall boy in the Manhat- 
tan lub, Twenty-sixth street and 
Madison avenue. I had been drink- 
ing pretty hard, and William E. 
Guerin and Gen. Burbank, millionaire 
members of the club, who had been 
my friends, bought me a ticket for 
Phoenix and gave me a handsome 
sum of money. They thought I was 
a victim of tuberculosis. 

“At that time I was engaged to a 
girl named Mary Flood. 

“The last thing that I remember 
before waking on the beach at Ocean- 
side was as 1 stood on the rear plat- 
form of my sleeper, waving my hand 
in farewell to friends who had gath- 
ered to see me off. 

FOUR-YEAR HIATUS. 


“When I regained my senses Sun- 
day I had a newspaper folded across 
my chest, inside my vest, evidently to 
keep out the cold. When I looked 
at the date, the 18th of this month, 
I realized that four years and more 
had elapsed since the date of my de- 

rture from New York. 

“y didn't remember anybody or 
anything until I walked into à res- 
taurant in this city and met two giris 
who called me by name and said they 
had known me in San Diego. I gath- 
ered what information I could from 


them. 

“They told me, as aia Blouse, that 
Tt was a married man with a family. 
The general description they gave me 
ef my wife answers my recollection of 
Marv Flood. They sald I had told 
them that, after coming to California, 
T sent for Mary to join ma When I 
did it, where I got the money, when 
she came and where we got married, 
T have not the slightest idea. 

“T have also been told that during 
those four years I learned to be an 
electrician. 1 guess that ts true, for 
mv hands indicate that I've been used 
to hard work. When 1 left the Man- 
hattan Club my hands were as soft 
as those of a baby. 

“I do not remember of ever having 
gone to Phoenix. I do not recall mak- 
ing the trip across the continent. I 
have no recollection of San Diego, and 
the firet I recall of Los Angeles was 
when I walked in here yesterday from 
Oceanside. 

“I do not remember of ever before 
having seen Blouse until I walked into 
the Clark building and asked the first 
man in authority that I met for a fob. 
The other men who called me by 
name have no imprint in my Drain.

Mr. Ross left Ohio in 1856 to carve 
out his fortune. He was in Minne- 
sota for a time and from there went 
to Iowa and Kansas, laying out 
townsites and buy! and selling land. 
Between 1860 and 1874 he had ex- 
tensive mail contracts with the gov- 
ernment and also bought a hotel in 
Dayton, O. A little later he was man- 
ager of the Palmer House, Chicago, 
then one of the best-known hotels in 
the West. He left there for the South 
and interested himself in Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. He became one of 
the leading business mean of that sec- 
tion began to purchase hotels, 
one of the best-known being Lookout 
Inn on the historic mo of that 
name.
